KH6BZF REPORTS mentions that there is no reason at this 
point to think that the current sunspot cycle will be 
shorter than usual...the bottom of the cycle is still 
expected to occur around the end of 1986. Experience 
from past cycles would indicate that conditions right 
now are as bad as they will get. That is, conditions 
will stay about the same for another two years or so. 
We have noted that the theoretical lower limit of solar 
flux is 65, which has already been "achieved" this 
year. 


KH6BZF notes the possibility that the two active sun 
regions which produced the excellent conditions the 
last week of October could return at the end of 
November, coinciding with the CQ CW Contest. 


e JELJKL's operation from Saipan in the CQ CW Contest 
(see Issue 308) will apparently be from the station of 
KHOAC. He'll concentrate on 160 Meters outside of the 
Test. 


e KSBDX and wife N5GFI will be in the Pacific later 
this month, on Tahiti the 17th and 18th, Rarotonga, S. 
Cook Islands Nov. 19-25, and Tonga on the 26th and 
27th. See the Calendar. 


e HSOA, the Thai radio club station, showed as promised 
during the CQ Phone Contest. They were worked on the 
East Coast on 20 Meters. There is still no operation, 
under the new policies, by individual stations. A CQ CW 
Contest operation by visiting JA DXers is still 
possible. 


Rumored operations this month include the S.M.0.M., 
1AOKN, by QSL manager Mario, IOMGM, and U.S. ambassador 
to the Vatican K6ARO/IOWWP. Weekends only, mostly 20 
and 15 Meters. This one is still very much in demand in 
Japan, among other areas.

© KORWL, W3UM and WOJLC will activate Belize for the CQ 
CW Contest, signing V3A. They will use their own 
V3 calls outside of the Contest. See the Calendar 


 Liberians are signing "SL" callsigns again this 
month, this time in honor of Radio Liberia. 


@ Tom Gregory, N4NW, the first American to receive a 
reciprocal S. African license (ZS6USA) is in the Boston 
area for some computer schooling. He will return to 
Pretoria and his U.S. Department of State job late this 
month. Tom, who signed TU2NW in 1982-84, has done much 
legwork in visiting neighboring African countries, 
including Guinea-Bissau. He was unable to get a license 
there. He does operate as 7P8DE and N4NW/3D6. And he 
continues to lend encouragement whenever he can to 
those in charge to put a real operator on Marion Island 
next time. 


© W6CNA reportedly has finally received logs for JSWAD 
(no dates mentioned), and you can send cards to him at 
10722 Avenida Robarta, Spring Valley CA 92078. 


© VE3FXT has popped up again, operating from one of the 
African “homelands” as HSFXT. WA2HZR's article on his 
operations from the homelands appeared in July CQ 
magazine. Canada's "Long Skip" says WA2HZR will operate 
from a “surprise” QTH in the CQ CW Contest. 
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COMMENT...WORKING 80 METERS 


Eiichi Saito, JAIXAF, wrote recently in the DX Family 
Foundation's newsletter about working 100 DXCC 
countries from Japan on 80. He notes that 80 and 75 
Meters are really different bands in terms of 
Propagation. 300 kHz can make a difference! In Japan, 
the other big difference is that the 75 Meter SSB band 
is only 7 Kilz wide: 3795-3802. Although JAs also have 
an SSB allocation of 3525-3575, it is virtually useless 
for DXing. 


Elichi notes that 80 CW is best for working Europe 
and the USSR. Working Western Europe on SSB is tough 
because the Eastern Europeans on the band are so much 
louder and the pileups of JAs are so Fierce. He does 
note that 75 Meters is good for working North and South 
America and the Pacific. Think about "the DX Wall" 
mentioned by KL7Y in a recent issue...JA-to-North 
America on 80 occurs either around 11002 (short path) 
or 2200% (long path), times when Europeans are unlikely 
to “get in the way.” Consult your "DX Edge” and this 
becomes apparent. 


One thing not mentioned by JAIXAF in his article is 
the radio garbage in Asia on 80 Meters, mostly from 
broadcast stations. In North America, the band is 
fairly clean, at least below 3850 or so. 


Five years ago in 
The DX Bulletin 


(October, 1980): I2YDX had made about 10,000 600Dx 
contacts in July and August, and was trying to return 
to Somalia that Fall...W9GW was off to the Pacific, to 
Tuvalu and Gilbert Islands...CEQAH and CE9AF were 
active on 10 Meters from the S. Shetlands...VK9ZG 
operated from Willis...an anthology of editorials from 
the old West Coast DX Bulletin was being 

published; editor WAGAUD was taking over the monthly DX 
column in CQ magazine...K3Z0 stopped in the States 
briefly, on his way from his HSIABD assignment to a new 
one in Columbia... 


the sunspot cycle was officially on the downside, 
with the peak having occurred in December, 1979...we 
noted that 10 Meter signals were some of the loudest 
ever heard, with JAs peaking in Connecticut at as much 
as 30 dB over S9...N6ZV and AA6AA announced results of 
their African operations, with thousands of contacts 
from 3B8, 3B9, Tromelin, and the Comoros...the 
International DX Foundation announced it had 300 paying 
members...PAOGMM scheduled a number of Pacific stops 
for late October... 


TDXB got the infamous 7-element 10 Meter Yagi (the 
“ICBN") working in time for the 1980 contest season. It 
was a real killer, all right. In our report of the 1980 
CQ Phone Contest that October, we noted that 10 Meter 
Stations in the U.S. were able to work 130 countries. 
The western U.S. was working Japan on 50 MHz while the 
East Coast worked Africa on 6 Meters. At TDXB that 
weekend, we watched TV channel 4 out of Florida, a 
distance of about 1400 miles, with a rootop antenna. 
The solar flux, of course, was running around 200.
